|/ appointed in the last Session of Parliament to try the 
Matter of a certain Petition complaining of an undue 
Election of Members to serve in Parliament for the County of the 
5 Town of Galway, reported amongst other Matters that the Evidence 
given before the said Committee appeared to establish the Fact that 
systematic Bribery of certain Classes of the Electors prevailed at 
the last and former Elections for the said Town : And whereas, upon 
the joint Address of both Houses of Parliament, Her most Gracious 
10 Majesty was pleased, by Warrant under Sign Manual, to appoint 
Commissioners for the Purpose of making inquiry into the Evidence 
of such corrupt Practices, pursuant to the Provisions of the Act of 
Parliament passed in the Sixteenth Year of Her Majesty s Reign, 
intituled “ An Act to provide for more effectual Inquiry into the 
15 “ Existence of corrupt Practices at Elections for Members to serve 
“ in Parliament And whereas the Commissioners so appointed have 
made their Report ; and it appears from such Report, and the Minutes 
of Evidence taken by the said Commissioners, that gross systematic 
and extensive Bribery prevailed at the last and previous Election for 
20 the said County of the Town of Galway amongst the Freemen of 
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2 Galway Freemen Disfranchisement. 

the said Town; and it is expedient that the said Freemen should 
be disfranchised : Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Ma- 
jesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, 

I. That from and after the passing of this Act no Freeman of the 
said County of the Town of Galway shall be entitled to vote as such 
in any Election of a Member or Members to serve in Parliament for 
the said County of the Town of Galway. 
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
